Tho chances are the Cincinnati 
chamber of commerce is made up of 
that class of men, who, secuia iu their 
wealth, tako no interest in American 
politics and think the country might 
get along without elections. This spirit 
is bad nnd dangerous in a Republican 
form of government. 
Whenever n citi- 


zen, on account of bis wealth and posi- 
tion in society, loses e'ght of the fact 
thnt govenuient is for all the people, 
and lobes interest in pobtica1 campaigns, 
be ceasea to bo n first class citizen, from 
a political standpoint.

SUBSTITUTE FOR WOOD. 


PlMkB Mftde of Cork WIU Be Deed to 


Dual* 8»m'« New Ships. 


Several months ago the board of In- 


spection and surrey of the navy depart- 
ment \rn.s directed to make an investi- 
gation with a view of obtaining- some 
practicable substitute for wood in fit- 
ting naval vessels, says an exchange. 
The desire Jor a substitute was the 
fact that a lighter material was wanted 
if possible, one that would not take so 
much space on the vessel, and, more 
than anything else, a material that 
would not splinter. It was also de- 
sirable to have tv non-combustible sub- 
stance. 


The board has made a report to tho 


secretary of tho navy and some of its 
recommendations hnve beeu adopted 
by him and it is probable that some of 
the new ships will be fitted with the 
uevv material as a substitute for wood. 


One of the best materials which has 


been found by the board is a wood sub- 
ftsHtute composed of waste cork or any 
uorlc. This is subjected to 400dcjrrecb o£ 
hctit audit is then pressed into bloul.-sof 
any required size. It can be halved into 
thin strips or handled very much as 
is handled. Cork hasagum which wood 
great heat melts and g-liiL's into piirti- 
elcs together in a compact itmsi. After 
being pressed it sticks together as 
tightly aR if it had grown that way. 
The cork boards may be mnde heavy or 
light, as wanted. Some of the lighter 
kinds are used iu the walls, of rcirigeva- 
tors. It is a noa-conductor and can 
scarcely be made to burn. This mate- 
rial is usod in the pla;c of wood iu 
Gorman vessels. Commander Bradford, 
who made the search aud examination 
of this particular substitute, found that 
the Gernmna were using- it under a 
patent taken out by John Smith, of 
New York, and that companies in the 
United States had obtained rights for 
its manufacture here.
